for, it is contrary to the nature of the christian 
system to make mankind contentious, quarrel- 
some, imperious, or domineering. Currect ideas 
on doctrinai subjects, are well enough; but cor- 
rect habits of thinking, and a perfect regulation 
of every thought, word, and act, to the Divine 
Pattern, is of more real value than all the know- 
ledge of theological science that can be obtained 
by learning and study. When people are more 
solicitous to improve the heart and to exalt the 
affections, than to contend for abtruse dogmas 
and systematic doctrines, they will be more like- 
likely to make better christians, and better mem- 
bers of society, in both a civil and religious ca- 
pacity. As the fashion now is, it seems as if we 
were contending for—we know not what; per- 
haps for pastime, amusement, or for victory—for 
aggrandizement, or for tradition. 

Now what will be the end of all these commo- 
tions and rumours, we cannot pretend toforesee ; 
but that there is yet a divine seed in the hearts 
of many, is undoubted; and this divine seed will 
be likely to increase where it is properly che- 
rished, and such: as have it will not wander away 
after lo here or lo there; but, dwelling quietly 
under the holy enclosure of immaculate purity, 
they bring forth the fruits of true Godliness, in 
life, conduct and conversation, really adorning 
the doctrines of truth by circumspection and pu- 
rity of life, heavenly consolation evidently en- 
riching their souls with its holy mediation.

One 
morn, (I'll ne’er forget,) while busy choosing 
out the prettiest twigs to warp a cradle for eur 
child unborn, we heard the tidings that the Con- 
script lot had fallenon me. It came like a death- 
knell. The motler perished, but the babe sur- 
vived; and e’er my parting day, his rocking 
couch I made complete, and saw him sleeping 
smile—the smile that played upon the cheek of 
her who lay clay-cold. Alas! the hour soon 
came that forced my fettered arms to quit my 
child; and whether now he lives to deck with 
flowers the sod upon his mother’s grave, or lies 
beneath it, by her side, 1 ne’er could learn, I 
think he’s gone, and now I only wish for liberty 
and home, that I may see, and stretch myself and 
dic upon that grave.”

DEFENCE OF THE TYROL, 

Aftcr the battle of Aspern, Bonaparte detached 
a force of nearly 40,000 gen under the command 
of general Lefebvre, to subjugate the Tyrolese, 
who, headed by the brave and enterprising An- 
drew Hoser, had opposed a desperate resistance 
to all their attacks. The account of this expedi- 
tion, as related by a Saxon major, who escaped 
from the destruction of those terrible days, pre- 
sents one of the most striking instances of nation- 
al and individual heroism that history records. 

“We had penetrated to Inspruck,” says the 
officer “ without great resistance. Our entrance 
into the passes of the Brenner was only opposed 
by a small corps, which continued falling back, 
after an obstinate, though short resistance.— 
Among others, I perceived a man full cighty years 
old, posted against the side of a rock, and send- 
ing death among our ranks at every shot. Upon 
the Bavarians descending from behind, to make 
him prisoner, he shouted Marrah ! struck the first 
man to the ground with a ball, seized hold of the 
second, and with the ejaculation, in God’s name ! 
precipitated himself with him into the abyss be- 
low. 

“ Marching onward, we heard resound from the 
summit of a high reck, Stephen, shall I chop it off 
yet ! to which a loud ney, reverberated from the 
opposite. This was told to the Du: e of Dantzick, 
who, notwithstanding, ordered us to advance—at 
the same time, he pradently withdrew from the 
centre to the rear. The vain, consisting of four 
thousand Bavarians, had just stormed a deep ra- 
vine, When we again heard hallowing over our 
heads, Hans’ for the most Holy Trinity !—Our 
terror was completed by the reply that immedi- 
ately followed, In the name of the Holy Trinity, 
cut all loose below / and ere a minute was elapsed, 
thousands of my comrades in arms were crushed, 
buried, and overhelmed, by an incredible heap of 
brosen rocks, stones, and trees, hurled down upon 
us. We were all petrificd—every one fled that 
could, but a shower of balls from the ‘Tyrolese, 
who now rushed from the surrounding mountains 
in immense numbers, and among them boys and 
girls of ten and twelve years of age, killed or 
wounded a great many of us. It was not till we 
had got these fatal mountains six leagues behind 
us that we were re-assembled by the Duke, and 
formed into six colume~,Soon after the Tyrolese 
appeared, headed by Hager, the innkeeper. Af. 
ter a short address from, him, they gave a gene- 
ral fire, then flung their rifles aside, and rushed 
upon our bayonets. Nothing could withstand their 
impetuosity. They darted at our feet, threw or 
pulled us down, strangled us, wrenched the arms 
from. our hands, and like enraged lions, killed all, 
French, Bavarians, and Saxons, that did not ery 
for quarter. By doing so, 1, with three hundred 
men, was spared and set at liberty. 

“ When all lay dead around, and the victory 
was completed, the Tyrolese, as if moved by one 
impulse, fell upon their knees and poured forth 
the emotions of their hearts in prayer, under the 
canopy of heaven; a scene so awfully solemn, that 
it will ever be present in my remembrance,—lI 
joined in the devotion, and never in mylife did I 
pray more fervently.”

Leoxtnas king of Sparta, suspecting a conspira- 
cy was formed against him, fled to the temple of 
Minerva for shelter, whereupon Cleombrutus, his 
son-in-law, seized upon the government, When 
Leonidas was informed of this, he made his es- 
cape, taking his daughter along with him, who 
chose rather to fly with her father than reign with 

er husband. Some time after, Leonidas being re- 
stored to the throne, he advanced at the head of a 
band of soldiers to the temple of Cleombrutus, 
who, upon his change of affairs, had himself fled 
for refuge. He there reproached him with great 
warmth for having assumed the ragal power, in 
violation of the ties of affinity between them, and 
for expelling him from his owa country in so igo- 
minious a manner. Cleombrutus, who had noth- 
ing to answer to these reproaches, continued seat- 





in a profound silence, and with an aspect Which 





sufficiently testified his confusion. His wife Oe- 
onida stood near with her two children at her fect. 
She had been equally enfortanare us a wife and a 
daughter, but was equally faithful in each of these 
capacities, and had always adhered to the untor- 
tunate side. All those who wete present melted 
into tears at so moving a sight, and were struck 
with admiration at the virtue and tenderness of 
Cleonida, and the amiable force of conjugal love. 
The unfortunate princess, pomting to her mourn. 
habit and dishevelled tresses, “Believe me, O my 
father’? said she, “ this habit of wo which 1 now 
wear, this, defection which now appears in my 
countenance, and these sorrows jn which you sce 
me sunk, are not the eflects of that compassion I 
entertain far Cleotbrutus ; but the sad remains of 
my affiietion tor the calamities you sustained in 
vour flight fom Sparta. On what alas! shall 1 
now resolver While you reign for the future in 
Sparta, and triumph over the enemies who oppus 
ed yoo, shall f continue to live in this desolate 
siate to which you s¢e Me reduced? Or, is it my 
duty to array myself in the robes of royalty and 
magnificence, when f behuid the husband’ whom I 
reccived from you, in the flower of my youth, on 
the point of perishing by your dagger? Should he 
be unable to disarm your resentment, and move 
your soul to compassion by the tears of his wife 
and children, permit me to assure you that he wiil 
be punished with more severity for his impradence, 
than was even intended by vourself, when he shall 
see a wife that is dear to him expiring at bis feet ; 
for you are not to thik, that in my present con. 
dition, 1 will ever consent to outlive him. What 
appearance shall | make among the Spartan ladies 
after my inability to inspire my husband with com- 
passion for my father; or to sofien my father into 
pity for my husband? What indeed, shall I ap- 
pear to them, bat a daughter and a wife, always 
afflicted and contemned by her nearest relations ?” 
Cleonida, at the conclusion of these words, reclin 
ed ber cheek ow that of Cleombrutus ; while with 
her eyes, that spoke her sorrow in hev tears, she 
cast a languid look on those who were present. 
Leonidas, afier a few moments discourse with 
his friends, ordered Cleombratus to rise, and im- 
mediately to quit Sparta, but earnestly importun. 
ed his daughter to continue there, and not forsake 
a father who gave her such a peculiar proof of 
tenderness as to spare the life of her husband.— 
His solicitations were, however, inefiectual; and 
the moment Cleombrutus rose from his seat, she 
placed one of her children in his arms, and clasped 
the other inher own, and when the had offered up 
her prayers to the goddess, and kissed the altar, 
she became a voluntary exile with her husband. 
How extremely affecting was this spectacle, and 
how worthy the admiration of ail ages, is such a 
model of conjugal atlection! Ifthe heart of Cle 
oimbrutus was not entirely depraved by vain glory 
and a boundless embition to reign, he would have 
been sensible that banishment itself, with so viru. 
ous 2 companion, was a felicity preferabte to the 
condition of a sovereign.

ON THE WASTE OF LIFE. 

In the last volume of Dr. Franklin’s Memoirs 
is the ware article on “The Waste of life.” 
Its perusal will, no doubt produce wholesome re- 
flection m the minds even of the most dissolute® 

* Amersus was 4 gentleman of good estate ; he 
was bred to no business and could not contrive 
hew to waste his hours agreeably ; be had no re« 


lish forthe proper works of life, nor any taste for | 


the improvement of the mind; he spent reneral- 
ly ten hours of the four and twenty in bed, he 
dozed away two or thtee more on his couch, and 
us many more were dissolved in good liquor cvery 
evening, if he met with company of bis own hu- 
mor. Thus he made a shift to wear off ten years 
of his life since the paternal estate fell into his 
hands. One evening, as he was musing alone, his 
thoughts happened to take a most unusual turn, 
for they cast a glanee backward, and he began to 
reflect on his manner ef life. He bethought to 
himself what a number of beings had been made 
a sacrifice of to support his earcase, and how much 
cern and wine had been mingled with these offer- 
ings ; and he set himself to compute what he had 
devoted since he came to the age of a man: 

“ About a dozenfeathered creatures small and 
great, have, one week with another,’ said he, 
givenup their lives te prolong mine, which in ten 
years amounts to at least six thousand. Fifty 
shecp have been sacrificed ina year, with half a 
hecatomb of black cattle, that 1 might have the 
choicest parts offered weckly upon my table-— 
‘Thus a thousand beasts, out of the flock and herd, 
have been slain in ten years time, to feed ine, 
besides what the forest has supplied me with.— 
Many hundreds of fishes, in all their varicties, 
been robbed of life for my repast--and of the 
smallest fry some theusand: A measure of corn 
would hardly suffice me with fine flour for a 
month’s provision, and this arises to above six 
score bushels; and many hogsheads of wine, and 
other liquors have passed through this budy of 
mine—this wretched strainer of meat and drink! 
And what have I done, aii this time, for God or 
man? Whata vast profusion of good things upon 
a useless life and worthless liver! There is not 
the meanest creature among all those which I 
have devoured, but what have answered the end 
of its creation, betterthan I. It was made to sup- 
port human nature, and it hath done so. Every 
crab and oyster I have eat, and every grain of 
corn | have devoured, hath filled up its place in 
the rank of being with more propriety than | have 
done. Oh? shameful waste of life and time.” 

“In short, he carried on his moral reflections 
with so just and severe a force of reason as Con- 
strained him to change his whole course of life, to 
break off his follies at once, and to apply himself 
to gain some useful knowledge, when he was more 
than thirty years of age. He lived many follow- 
ing years with the character ofa worthy man and 
an excellent Christian. ‘ 

‘¢ He died with a peaceful conscience, and the 

tears of his country were dropped upon his tomb. 
The world, that knew the whole series of his life, 
were amazed at the mighty change—they beheld 
him as a wonder of reformation—while he him- 
self confessed and adored the Divine power and 
mercy that bad transformed him from a brute toa 
man. 
«* But this was a single instance, and we may 
almost venture te write ‘‘ miracle” upon it,—Are 
there not numbers in this degenerate age whose 
lives have run to utter waste, without the least 
tendency to usefulness.”

GIBBON'S PLEASANTRY. 

While Gibbon was in Switzerland, he acciden- 
tally took up an English newspaper, which an- 
nounced his death as follows : 

“London, Sept. 5, 1785. Itis reported, but we 
hope without foundation, that the celebrated Mr. 
Gibbon, who had retiréd to Lausanne, in Swit- 
zerland to finish his valuable history, lately died 
in that city.” 

Gibbon immediately forwarded the account to 
his friend Lord Sheffield, in London, with the 
following remarks : Late 

‘*The hope of the newspaper writer is very 
handsome and obliging to the historian; yet there 
are several weighty reasons, which would incline 
me to believe that the intelligence may be true. 
Brimo, it must one day be true, and therefore, 


| night 1 stood on the shore, 
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may probably be so at present. Secundo, we may 
always depend on the impartiality, acewtacy, and 
veracity, of an Efigtish newspaper. Tertio, which 
is indeed the strongest argument, we are credibly 
informed, that for along time past, the said histo. 
rian has not written to any of his friends in Eng 
land; and as that respectable personage had al- 
ways tlie reputation of a most exact and regular 
correspondent, it may be fairly concladed from 
his silence, that he e:ther is or ought to be dead. 
The only objection that I can foresee is the as- 
surance, that Mr. Gibbon himself r¢ad the article 
as he was eating his breakfast, and laughed very 
heartily at the mistake of his brother historian ; 
but as he might be desirous of concealing that 
unpleasant cvent, we sliall not insist on his appa 
rent health and spirits which might be affected 
by that subtle politician, MMe affirms, however, 
not only that he is alive, and was so on the 5th of 
September, but that his head, his heart, his sto- 
mach, are in the most perfect state, and that the 
climate of Lausanne has been congenial both to 
his mind and body. He confesses, indeed that 
after the lust severe winter, the gout, his enemy, 
from whom he hoped to have escaped, purstied 
him to his retroat, among the mountains of He!- 
vetia and that the siege was long though more 
languid than his precedent attacks; after some 
exercise of patience he began to creep, and grad- 
ually to walk: and though he can neither run, 
nor fly, nor dance, he supports himself with firm- 
ness on his two legs, and would willingly kick the 
impertinent gazetteer; impertinent enough, 
though more easily to be forgiven than the inso- 
lent Courier du Bas Rhin who, about three years 
ago, amused hunself and readers with a fictitions 
epistle from Mr. Gibbon to Dr. Robertson.”

He 
relented, and this temp! was built in commemo- 
ration of the cvent. A statue of Femal Fortune 
was erected to touch. It was miraculous, and 
had praised with a loud voice the matrons who 
subdued the resolution of Coriolanus.

On the evening this horrid crime wos com- 
mitted, he availed himself of the absence of his 
wife, and taking the kettle of hot water from the 
side of the fire, poured the hquor into the mouth 
of the infant in itsctadie. The motive for doing 
this diabolical act, appears to have been a desire 
of separating from his wife, with whom he had 
had some quarrels, and returning to his emplov- 
ment as a shépherd. Immense numbers assem 
bled to witness the execution of this wretched in- 
dividual, and many of the spectators appeared 
much affected by the awful spectactle. 





GREAT BRITAIN. 

On the 22) of February, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, made his statement of the Financial 
condition of the Kingdom, and his estimates of the 
revenue. The produce of the revenue for the last 
year, amounting to 56,672, V99L. afforded a surplus 
over the expenditure, inciuding five millions ap- 
propriated to the reduction of the national pebt, of 
1,710,985£. According to the estimate, there 
will be a surplus for the five ensuing years of 
4,135 000. He therefore proposes a- reduction of 
taxes, amounting to a little more than a million 

ually, wiz: duty on rum, 15,000; Coal, 

Yo0,000" Wool, 350 000; and Silk, 462,020. He 
proposes to reduce the duty on foreign wool, from 
6d. a pound, the present duty, to one penny a 
pound—to allow British wool to be exported— 
and to impose an export daty on British wool of 
one penny a pound. “ Thus,” the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer remark-, “we shall sweep away 
needless, and, Ithink, injurious statutes of restric- 
tion, and not merely those, but penalties, oaths, 
and Heaven knows what besides.”

THE EGYPTIAN MUMM¥, 
Now exhibiting at Farle & Sully’s, in Chesnut 
street, opposite the State House. 
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Notice was given lgst weck in the Saturday 
Evening Post, of the arrival in this city, of the 
Egyptian Mummy, presented by Van Lennep & Co, 
of Smyrna, to the Boston Medical College. We 
have now the pleasute of presenting to our readers 
an accurate representation of the cover of the 
Sarcophagus, in which this curious preservation 
is contained, together with a clear and very inter- 
esting description of it, fom the pen of Dr. Wer. 
ren, Professor of Anatomy and Surgery, at Cam- 
bridge. ‘That gentleman has turned his attention 
i a particular manner to the subject of embalm. 
ing, as practised by the ancients—a subject abound. 
ing with the most curious facts, and embracing a 
great extent of bistorical mvestigation. We may 
expect shortly,a work on this department of anti- 
quities from the haod of that-geatleman. 

“The mummy,” says Warren, “presented by 
Mr. Van Lennep to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, was enclosed in a large deal box. On 
opening this, the outer coffin or sarcophagus ap- 
peared, as represented in the plate. It is a wooden 
box, seven feet long, and of a breadth proportion- 
ed to the length, like the preportion of the hu- 
man body. ‘The upper part of it is carved, in a 
very striking and peculiar style, to represent a hu. 
man head; and as it appears from the authors who 
have described the customs of the Egyptians, it 
was intended to be a likeness of the deceased per. 
son. The head is covered with a striped cloth or 
turban, on the upper part of which is painted a 
globe. The face has the character which has gen- 
erally been considered as belonging to the Egyp- 
tans, The.skin is of a reddish colour, the eyes 
black, nose broad, but not bad proportioned, 
mouth well formed. The face is broad and short ; 
it has a very agreeable expression approaching to 
asmile. ‘The shoulders are invested with a high- 
ly ornamented mantle, on the forepart of which 
the turban is seen depending. Below the mantle, 
in the middle is seea the winged glabe, by some 
considered as the sign for eternity; by others as 
the emblem of Agathocdemod or Chunuphis of the 
Greek authors, the oldest representat on of the 
divine power admitted by the Egyptians; and it 
may therefore be believed to be significant of the 
immortality of the soul of the deceased, or else to 
be the symbol of the divine protection. On each 
side of the globe are seen hierogly phics. In the 
second compartment or tablet, below the globe, 
we have the representation of a most singular 
groupe, exhibiting the last judgment of the deceas- 
ed and his reception by various divinities. “Ac- 
cording to Diodorus, the body of every person, 
from the King down, underwent this ceremony.— 
wo and forty judges were collected on the banks 
of the canal, where the relations appeared; and a 
boat being prepared, before the body was put in 
it, any one might bring forward accusations against 
the deceased, which being examined by the judges, 
it found to be true, prevented the body from pos- 
sessing the honors of a public funeral; but if they 
were thought false, the accusers were severely 
punished ; then the relations finished their mourn- 
ing, pronounced the pratses of the deceased, and 
declared him about to enjoy a happy eternity with 
the pious in the regions of Hades. In the rolls 


j found with mummies, on the coffins and in the 


tombs, this judgment is almost always pictured by 
the figure of a balance in the form of a cross, near 
which two personages are standing and apparent- 
ly weighing the merits of the deceased ; seeming 
to officiate as his good and evil genius, each wish 
ing to draw the scale to his own side. Finally the 
scale of the good genius preponderates ; judgment 
is given iv favor of the dead person, and lic is then 
to be introduced to the company of the gods. As 
a preliminary to this honor, be is invested with 
some of the insignia of Gsiria if a male, or of Isis 
if a female:

After“Osiris ‘are seen five other personages, 
bearing the beaks of a dog, a baboon, a hawk, a 
wolf, respectively, sipposed to be representations 
of the important @ivinities Anbbis, Macedo, and 
others. These paintings therefore confirm the ac. 
count of the judgment after death, transmitted to 
us by Diodorus Siculus, : . 

« The third tablet consists of hieroglyphic writ- 
ing, arranged in colusins, extended from above 
downward, as was the tnanner of the Egyptians. 

“ The fourth represents the hearse bearing the 
coffin of the deceased. The hearse has the form 
of a quadruped, perhaps a lion; a style of furni- 
ture very much affected by the Egyptians. The 
coffin is represented as carved at the head, Be- 
low the hearse are four vessels, contaming resin- 
ous and odoriferous substanees, employed in em- 
balming. At the head and foot are seen the tute- 
lary hawk, or vulture, with stretched out wings, 
as if to protect the hearse, and between them 1s 
au eye with a tear, the symbol for mourning. 

“ The fifth tablet consists.of hicrogly phics. 

“ The sixth, placed on the projecting foot of the 
coffin, exhibits a series of red and white stripes, 
twenty in number, which may be supposed to ins 
dicate the age of the deceased: on the base, sup- 
porting these, stands the tutelary hawk, surround. 
ed by hieroglyphics, and among them is distin- 
guished the eye with a tear.” 

An object so curious as this, can hardly fail to 
attract general attention. _I,would be a reproach 
to the intelligence and sciefice of our city, to sup- 
pose that a curiosity so rare, on this side the At- 
lantic, and connected with so many subjects of in- 
teresting reflection, can be passed by. ‘Parents 
who have children growing up around them, and 
for whom they are anxiously securing every advan- 
tage for improvement, should take them to see-an 
object so well calculated to excite the attention of 
the youtbful mind, and te rouse in it a curiosity for 
knowing more about antiquity. There could not 
be a more appropriate introduction to the perusal 
of Rollin.

NEWS FROM HAVANA. 

By the sloop David, from Havana, arrived at 
New York, we learn, that the Spanish sloop of 
war Ceres, had been taken by two Colombian cor- 
vettes, which induced the government of that 
place to lay an embargo for one week, and at the 
same time despatched a Spanish frigate, sloop of 
war, and several other armed vessels in pursuit 
of the above corvettes; which had also captured 
eleven sail of Spanish vessels, three ships and 
eight drogers, and went off with them. 

‘The Devid had been embargoed at Havana se- 
ven days in consequence of the above engagement. 
The Ceres, above mentioned, mounted 28 guns, 
and was built in New York, by Mr. Eckford. The 
action took place off the bar of Matanzas, about 
14 days since, and the Captain of the Ceres was 
killed the first broadside. Between thirty and 
forty were killed and wounded on board the Ceres, 
and it was supposed the enemy would stop at Key 
West to repair. Several jumped overboard, and 
swam to the shore, who were taken up and con- 
fined in the Mcro Castle for leaving the Ceres. 





Extract of a letter from Antigua, March 16. 

“ This day, the Uniied States’ ship John Adams, 
of 24 guns, Captain Dallas, bearing Commodore 
Porter’s pendant, arrived off this port, accompa- 
nied by the steam brig Sea Gull, of 10 guns, Cap- 
tain Vorhees. A calm prevailing, the John Adams 
did net come into the road, but the Sea Gull, pro- 
pelled by her internal power, maneuvred, within 
the shipping, in a style no less pleasing than novel 
to a great many of the spectators. The commo- 
dore, with Mrs. Porter, and sister, landed, and 
were conducted by his excellency the Captain 
General, to the government house, where they 
remained,a short time.

Extracts from Judge Bue!’s remarks on the best mode ef | 
enltivation fo be purtued by the Farmer. 
Trenirs —These constitute an excellent pre-} 
paratery crop for barley, as they leave the ground | 
clean and mellow. But how is the crop to be | 
consumed? WF near a populous town they will | 
find a ready sale. W not they may be fed on the 
ground during all October, November and De. 
cember, to sheep and cattle. Lastly they may be 
buried in pits, hke the Swedish turnip and fed in 
the spring, when stock are Much in want of suc 
culent food. All I raise are taken to market from 
the ficld. The best crops which I have ever seen 
were taken upon wheat and rye stubbles.—Sandy 
ioams are the best for turnip soils. 

Bawity grows best on sand loems—and on 
those is more productive and profitable than oats 
or rye ; and the demand for it is likely to increase 
with the multiplication of eur breweries. It is re. 
commended to roll the crop when three or four 
mches high. The operation induces the plants to 
throw up additional shoots, and facilitates the 
growth of the young grass. 

Criyvrn.—Upon this head ft have nothing to say, 
excefft to reiterate your recommendation from 
Anderson, that when mae into hay, clover should 
not be spread from the swath, and but slightly 
from the cock. ft is worth 30 per cent. more, 
when dried in swath and small cocks, than when 
spread to an intense sun. If intended to stand 
more than one year, 1 sow on hard, talloc er timo- 
thy grass seed with clover. 1 prefer the two for. 
mer on account of their early maturity for the 
scythe. 

Rota Baca —The value of this plant has lately 
been subjected to so full a discussion that I barely 
rematk, that 1 have grown it five years, and am 
evavinced of the utility of its culture.
